Three thousand socialists and allies stood 
in Clark street and jeered Chief Shippy, the 
Police, and the representatives of the law 
last evening when a lantern slide bearing 
this inscription was tHrown upon @ canvas 
stretched on the outer walls of Brand's hall. 
The inscription was the first of a series of 
defiances hurled at the police, who had cen- 
sored a lantern lecture which had been 
advertised as especially interesting to wage 


slaves and socialists attending the national 


convention now in session here. Every pic- 
ture and placard bearing upon the police 
situation was hailed with cheers and the 
placards became even more defiant. 


Police Issue a Warning. 

Meanwhile Lieut. Smith ‘of Chief of Police 
Shippy’s office was in close touch with the 
situation and prepared to prevent any anti- 
police outbreak. 

“You'd better cut out those defiances or 
there'll be some trouble up here, said the 
police lieutenant to William H. Leffingwell, 
the operator of the lantern devices. 

Well, I rather guess that the police had 


{ better stand back of their orders, said Lef- 


fingwell, as he began writing andther de- 
fiance *’: upon a dark plate. The police 
have no fears for us. We do not intend to 
break any laws and we do not intend to be 
frozen out here.“ 

Then, just a moment later, there appeared 
on the white canvas in front of Brand's hall 
the following inscription: 


Tomorrow night we will print them all. Be 
on the watch for those pictures that the 
chief thinks are not right. We will print 
them all in spite of him.

More Plates Bid Defiance. 
Here, he demanded, are you trying to 
stir up trouble here? The police don’t care 
to interfere with this matter, but we will be 
compelled to unless you are more conserva- 
tive with the stuffyou spread on the canvas.” 
We're spreading on the sort of stuff we 
intend to,“ was the defiant reply of the lan- 
tern man. No policeman can come here 
and tell us what to show and what not to 
show.” 
Then plates bearing the following inecrip- 
tions were thrown upon the screen: 


These pictures are moral, 

Be on the watch for those that ate net, 

They're peaches. Shippy says that we can 
not print them, but we're going to. 


A wage slave, in two acts. 
We can’t show them, 
See Censor Shippy. 


There were a lot more of them and they all 
pleased the enthusiastic socialists who filled 
the streets below. The few bluecoats who 
lined the streets on the outskirts of the 
crowds were jeered and threatened by the 
spectators. 

“The police think that they can run this 
convention, but they are badly mistaken, as 
they have been in many other cases,” said 
one of the men who was watching the pic- 
tures intently. “‘ This is different from any 


‘other political movement, and we expect to 


show the police that we cannot be influenced 
by bulldozing.” 


Means to Do Worse Tonight. 

Leffingwell, the operator of the lantern 
slides, meanwhile took no pains to conceal his 
intention “of bringing about any possible 
trouble tonight. 

I Iam prepared to show all theslides which 
the police have censored, he said after the 
performance was over. I don’t care a rap 
what they may think, I am going to show 
these pictures.” 

But suppose it is declared a menace to 
the public peace, as has been the case today?’ 
was asked. 

„Well, the police confiscated all of the pic- 
tures they wanted today, but I am going to 
see that they are replaced tomorrow,” he 
said, In fact, I have sent on to New York 
for duplicates of the pictures that were con- 
fiscated today; and I am going to show them 
all tomorrow night or go.to jail.”’ 

Lieut.. Smith, however, had received or- 
ders from Chief of Police Shippy and he was 
positive as to the action that would follow 
any attempt to show the condemned pietures. 

„The pictures have been officially killed, 
and if anybody tries to show them he will be 
arrested immediately,“ said the lieutenant.

After passing out of the sound and around 
Cape Cod the vessel last Thursday and Fri- 
day encountered severe weather, which 
smashed its starboard rail, disabled its steer- 
ing gear, and tore its sails. The two Chi- 
cago yachtsmen and their crew had a stren- 


uous forty-eight hours.

London that the marine men there feared 
for the fate of the big yacht, having had no 
word from it.

Three More Victims Known. 

Information respecting John Moo of Ee 
bow Lake, Wis., and two other probable vie- 
tims of Mrs. Gunness was obtained today. 
Moo seems to have been one of the prize vies 
tims of the Gunness farm. His case is simi- 
lar to that of Ole Budsberg and Andrew H. 
Helgelein: On Dec. 26, 1906, Moo drew 
$1,100 from the First National bank in La- 
porte while he was staying at the Gunness 
farm. His friends have not heard from him 
since. 

The following letter, written to the Laporte 
bank by Henry Sampson, cashier of the bank 
at Elbow Lake, is explanatory of the case: 

“Dear Sir: On Dee. 20, 1906, this bank 
issued two drafts on New York, payable toe 
John O. Moo, one for $1,000 and the other 
for $100. We also wrote you a letter of 
idettification, of which we inclose a copy. 
Mr. Moo’s relatives here have not heard 
from him since he left, and we now believe 
he was a victim of Mrs. Bella Gunness. His 
relatives here did not know his destination, 
nor had he informed them of the nature of 
his business. He told them he was going a 
short distance from Chicago. 

“We exhibited to them this morning the 


canceled drafts and our copy of the letter 


of identification, and there seems little doubt 
that he waa one of the unfortunate victims 
of this woman. 

Mr. Moo was.40 years old, a bachelor; 
about 5 feet 10 inches in height, and would 
probably weigh about 100 to 175 pounds. He 
carried, among other things, a large silver 
watch, which likely could be identified here 
if found. HENRY Sampson.”

Tells of Missing Sweetheart.

We never 
could have much conversation that was not 
overheard by Mrs. Gunness. I have been in 
Mrs. Gunness’ house, Jennie would play the 
piano, and we would talk, but Mrs. Gunness 
was always present.” . 

Weidener added that he often was asked 
by Mr. Gunness to call upon the girl, but 
declares the widow made it unpleasant for 
him every time he did so. He declared that 
the last time he saw Jennie Olsen alive was 
about ten days before Christmas, in 1906. He 
said he called at the Gunness home, and the 
girl toid him she was going to Los Angeles to 
school. He said the girl asked him to come 
out again the following Sundey to say fare- 
well. His deposition continues: 

“I went. I hired a cutter. When I got to 
Mrs. Gunness’ I rapped and asked for Jennie. 
Mrs. Gunness had a kind of a grin on her 
face and said: 

Why. Jennie has gone to Los Angeles.’ 

“I said: ‘Is that so? That's funny; she 
eaid she was going to see me before she 
went.’ 

Mrs. Gunness said: Tes: she went last

“ About the middle of October, 1907, I met 
Mrs. Gunness, who said Jennie was going to 
stay in California, and that she had just sent 
Jennie $100.

A visit to Judge Chytraus’ courtroom in 
the Criminal Court building yesterday would 
have given some conception of the impor- 
tance of this fact. For Hip Lung, whose real 
name is Moy Dong Chow, is, and for a gen- 
eration has been, the most influential citizen 
of Chicago’s Chinese colony, and by com- 
mon consent he is known as King of China- 
town.“ Moy Dong Hoy, his brother, and 
Harry Lee, a protégé of his, are lesser lumi- 
naries. 

Harry Lee is accused of firing the shot 
which killed Ching Wal, a wealthy Chinese 
merchant, in front of 305 Clark street last 
October. The murder was committed in 
broad daylight, and ten bullets entered the 
body of the victim. The other two men are 
accused of inducing Lee to commit the crime; 
and the death penalty is asked for all. 

The trial of Hip Lung would of itself be 
enough to bring out all the merchant princes, 
chop suey barons, and laundry lords of 
Chinatown, but in addition to this is the fact 
that the murder is alleged to be the result 
of a feud between powerful rival factions 
in the colony.

CLASH OVER LIQUOR CASES 


Farwell Accuses Prosecutor of 
Shielding Violators of Law. 


LAWYER MAKES HOT RETORT 


Charges Order League President with | 


Mendacious Statements. 


Arthur Burrage Farwell, who is fighting 
hydra-headed vice in Chicago, came to a little 
difference of opinion yesterday with Henry 
M. Seligman, first assistant prosecuting at- 
torney for the city. Mr. Farwell accused Mr. 
Seligman of attempting to shield an alleged 


violator of the 1 o’clock closing ordinance. 


Mr. Seligman came back by accusing Mr. 
Farwell of various and sundry violations of 
the law of veracity. 

Mr. Farwell called the attention of Mayor 
Busse to the case of Fred Potthast, saloon- 
keeper at 63 Van Buren street. 

“On Dec. 8, 1907, Mr. Farwell said. evi- 
dence was obtained that this saloon was open 
until 2:10 in the morning. Nine men were 
drinking at the bar. This violation of the law 
was witnessed by E. J. Davis, vice president 
of the Chicago Law and Order league; W. E. 
Palmer, G. F. Glick, W. F. Mulvihill, H. E. 
Gauger, and George E. Pendell. Mr. Davis 
requested Policeman Roderick O’Brien to 
take notice of the violation. The policeman 
went into the saloon and saw the men drink- 


ing. He refused to arrest any one, but later 
he brought charges before the city prose 
cutor. . 12 5 a 


“The case came to trial on Dec, 10 and 


was continued. I sent two men to see Mr. 
Beligman, who had charge of the case. They 
asked him. why the case was continued. He 
replied, ‘Because I wanted to“ 4 
“On Jan. 8 the case was called and con- 
tinued for thirty days. On Saturday, Feb. 1. 


the case came before Judge Scovel. It was 


again continued for thirty days. On March 
2 the case was continued to March 16. On 
March 16 ſt came up before Judge Sadler and 
was continued one week. On March 23 it was 
again continued. Mr. Mulvihill protested on 
behalf of the league, but without avail. The 
court said the city was not ready to go to 


trial. On April 6 Mr. Mulvihill called up Mr. 


Seligman and was informed that the city was 
not ready to take up the case. 

“ A committee composed of the Rev. W. A. 
Bartlett, the Rev. W. O. Shepard, Mr. Davis, 
Mr. Alexander M. Thomson, and myself 


|. called on you on Jan. 5. You said you would 


look into this case and advise the league. We 
have received no report from you. This isa 
plain violation of the law, and we would like 
to know what has become of the case. 

’ Prosecution Is Abandoned. 

Mr. Seligman informs Mr. Farwell that 
the case has been dismissed for lack of prose- 
cution. Mr. Seligman begs. to call Mr. Far- 
well’s attention to this statement: 

“The policeman in this case did his full 
duty from the beginning. The law does not 
permit of the arrest of a saloonkeeper where 
there is no danger of his getting away. All 


cases are referred to the prosecutor, as this 


one was. 80 there is nothing to Mr. Far- 
well’s reflection upon the policeman’s willing- 


ness. 

“ When the case was first called to trial I 
was busy on several important matters and 
asked to have it continued so ‘that I could 
look after it personally. When I was able 
to take it up I found that Potthast was 
away on account of his wife’s ill health. I 
could not force it then. I explained this sit- 
uation to Mr. Farwell. It is untrue that I 
said I had it continued because I wanted to.’ 

„% When the case was called Jan. 8 I found 
that the representatives of the league were 
not there to prosecute. On the three suc- 


ceeding days when the case was ready no 


one was there from the league. 
Conflict in the Evidence. 

“The policeman did not prosecute because 
his evidence conflicted with that given by 
the representatives of the league. He said 
two men were standing at the bar, but the 
rest of the people were eating. He saw no 
one drinking. There is no use prosecuting 
with conflicting testimony, so I determined 
to let the league have its own way. As its 
witnesses did not show up, the case was dis- 
missed. ' 

“Mr. Farwell has seen fit to rap me before, 
and I wish to take exception to his methods. 
For instance, there was-the case against the 
Del Prado hotel for selling liquor in a prohi- 
bition district. The league sent a detective 
out there who hired a room and said he was 
sick. He had some whisky sent up to him, 
and then swore out a warrant. When the 
case came to trial the hotel people offered to 
compromise for a $50 fine. I conferred with 
the lawye:s for the league and they advised 
me to take it and not insist on a trial. I did 
so, and then Mr. Farwell came out with the 
statement that I had lain down on the prose- 
cution. Now, what do you think of that for 


reform?”

THREATEN TO TIE UP LINES. 


Tunnel Situation Unchanged; Paving 
Contractors Not Alarmed. 


Arguments on the petition for an @:junc- 
tion to restrain the Chicago Railways com- 
pany from @ischarging nineteen employés 
who resigned from the Street Car Men's 
unton will be heard today by Judge Carpen- 
ter. The petition was filed in the Circuit 
court yesterday by eight former members of 
division No. 241 of the Street Car Men's 
union, who charge that because of unlawful 
conspiracy of the officers and members of 
the union they fear the Chicago Railways 
company will be compelled to discharge them 
unless restrained by the court. 

A recommendation that the Injunction be 
issued was made to Judge Carpenter by Mas- 


ter in Chancery A. W. Brickwood. Judge 


Carpenter, however, refused to issue the re- 
straining order until officials of the traction 
company and officers of the union had been 
given an opportunity to be heard. 

The injunction action is the outgrowth of 
the practically unanimous strike vote taken 
by division No. 241 of the Street Car Men's 


union last Saturday and Sunday. It is an 


unusual situation in labor difficulties and 
the officers of the union are much wrought 
up over the predicament in which it places 
them with reference to a strike. 


Union President Summoned. 

A special meeting of the strike committee 
of the union was held in the evening. Prior 
to the meeting the committee sent for Presi- 
dent Mahon of the street car men’s union to 
come to Chicago immediately to také charge 
of the situation. President Mahon probably 
will arrive from the international headq#ar- 
ters of the union in Detroit today. 

The committee discussed the injunction 
proceedings, but took no action with refer- 
ence to appearing in court. A committee 
of the union probably will seek a final con- 
ference with President John M. Roach of the 
Chicago Railways company today. ‘President 
Mahon may be a member of that committee. 
Political ae well as labor difficulties enter 
into the question of the petition for an in- 
junction. The complainants charge that cer- 
tain officers and members of the union ex- 
pended $1,200 of the union's funds in support 
of Former Mayor Dunne’s municipal owner- 
ship campaign, although a large number of 
the members were opposed to municipal own- 
ership of the traction lines. At that time a 
Busse street car men's club was formed, but 
the unfon refused to spend a cent for the 
furtherance of that campaign. 

They further complain that, although there 
has been paid into the union treasury $190,- 
000 in dues and assessments, there remains 
at the present time only $5,000, the remainder 
having been expended in a manner objection- 
able to the complainants. Those who seek 
the injunction are Harry Kemp, Claude M 
kie, L. Cotton, William C. Steege, L. H. . 
D. T. Nutt, C. Smith, and Rinhart R. Fer- 
mazin. 

Trouble Follows Resignations. 

Because of the reckless manner in which 
the funds were being expended, they aver, 
they did not desire to remain members of 
the organization and tendered their resigna- 
tions, to take effect Feb. 1. Then, it ig de- 
clared, the officers of the union conspired to 
cause the discharge of the complainants and 
appointed a committee to further the plan. 
Members of the committee visited President 
Roach and demanded that the complainants 
be discharged or forced back into the union. 

The petition avers that when President 
Roach refused to discharge the men the com- 


-mittee threatened, to call a strike on the lines 


and cripple the service of the company. Be- 
cause of the threats the company agreed to 
submit the question to arbitration, as pro- 
vided in the agreement between the company 
and the union. 

The complainants also declare that since 
they became members of the organization 
the dues and assessments have been in- 
creased. 

No Change in Tunnel Strike. 

There was practically no change in the tun- 
nel strike situation during the day. The 
strikers claimed the entire freight business of 
the Illincis Tunnel company was tied up and 
that officials of the company and foremen 
were pressed into service to handle mall 
trains. 

This was denied by General Manager Ken- 
yon of the tunnel company. He insisted 
there is no atrike and that the freight and 
mail service of the company was in normal 
condition. He said a few men had quit the 
service, but their places were filled by new 
men. 

By reason of a strike threat of the carpen- 
ters working on a building under construction 
at Grand boulevard and Forty-fourth street 
the contractor canceled his contract and 


stopped all work. The contract was canceled 


after the contractor failed to obtain mill ma- 
terials from any members of the Mill Men's 
association. The carpenters threatened to 
strike because the contractor obtained his 
materials from the Mears-Slayton Lumber 
company, against which concern there is a 
strike of carpenters. 

A conference of paving contractors was 
held in Mayor Busse’s office during the day 
relative te the strike of paving laborers. The 
contractors assured Secretary Mullaney that 
they are amply able to take care of all city 
contracts without delay.

Most Republicans Whose 
Terms Expire Will Be In- 
dorsed by Party Managers. 


HEALY LEADERS’ CHOICE. 


Committeemen Convinced They 


Must Raise Standard of Mu- 
nicipal Court Candidates. 


When the subcommittee of republican 


party managers had finished its first install- 


ment ot work yesterday preliminary to the 
framing of a primary slate, it waa admitted 
that as things stand now most of the present 


republican officeholders whose terms expire 


will go back on the primary ticket with the 
indorsement of the organization. 

These include State’s Attorney John J. 
Healy, whose position has been considered 
as being the most in doubt. The committee- 
men say that Mr. Healy will be the slate can- 
didate if he cares to run for renomination. 
The liquor interests have atsumed that the 
republican organization would not dare“ to 
try to put him on the ticket because of his 
prosecution of the Sunday closing cases. 

Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brundage, 


who at one time thought of being a candidate 


for the republican nomination for governor, 
has been regarded as willing to be the slate 
man for the state's attorneyship, but Mr. 

Brundage has cut himself loose from Mayor 
Busse politically and does not stand much 
of a chance of securing recognition in the 
caucus. 

He may be the Lorinier candidate for the 
nomination in case the weat side congress- 
man and the other Yates men in Chicago de- 
cide to put out an opposition slate for the 
primaries. 


Will call Meeting Tuesday. 


The subcommittee, in outlining the meth- 
ods which will govern the caucus, went back 
to the plan used in the slate framing which 
preceded the 1906 primaries. A call will be 
issued by County Chairman Charles W. An- 
drews for a meeting of the county central 
committee next Tuesday. 

At this meeting the committeemen will be 
asked to prepare lists of the names of all 
candidates in their wards. These names will 
be reported at another meeting of the com- 
mittee to be held a week later, and then the 
subcommittee will get to work. 

In view of the fact that hundreds of names 
are bound to be submitted the announcement 
that most of the present officeholders are 
likely to be renominated seems premature, 
but it is likely to turn out that way. At the 
meeting of the subcommittee all members 
were present except Congressman William 
Lorimer, who has returned to Washington. 
Ernest Magerstadt came in and the Deneen 
men among the framers understand that 
he understands that Gov. Deneen will head 
the slate ticket. 

There is a fine chance for subsequent dis- 
agreement on the matter of the governor- 
ship, but Mr. Deneen’s friends take it for 
granted that, inasmuch as nine of the twelve 
members of the subcommittee havedeciared 
for the governor’s renomination, the caucus 
will have no trouble in slating him for the 
place. 

Mayor Busse, Roy O. West, John Hanberg, 
William Weber, Fred M. Blount, Postmaster 
Campbell, Joseph F. Haas, Charles Vail, and 
James Pease were present or were repre- 
sented at the conference which indorsed De- 
neen. They, with Magerstadt, Charles An- 
drews, and Lorimer, form the caucus com- 
mittee. Lorimer refusee to act and the De- 
neen men say that of course the governor 
will head the slate. That opens up the ques- 


. tion as to what. action is to be taken as to 


other state offices with which the Chicago 
organization is not particularly concerned. 


Municipal Court Judgeships. 


The nde Municipal cqurt judgeships are 
likely to form an exception to the general 
rule of slating the present office holders. 
The committeemen are convinced that they 
must raise the standard of candidates for 
this court and some of the present judges 
who were elected for two years and whose 
terms expire are likely to be left behind. 
The Town of Lake is developing candidates 
against Judge Frank Sadler, U. R. Stewart 
being one already in the running. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Lorimer does not pro- 
pose to recognize the slate making process, 
it is possibie that his territory will suffer 
in the distribution of offices. Most of the 
men who have been associated with him 
will stick with the organization. 

The democrats, who are to meet Friday to 
determine what their slate making methods 
shall be, are likely to fix a date early in July 
for their first attempt.

He was a member of the secret service dur- 
ing the civil war and oncé was sentenced to 
be shot asaspy. Henry Ward Beecher saved 
his lite. 

The mysterious shooting. of Edward Mal- 
loy, the former partner of The.“ Allen, in 
the late 708 caused Allen to be arrested for 
‘murder. The case never came to trial, for 
no evidence was found to upset Allen's de- 
fense that the shooting was accidental. His 
imprisonment made Allen bitter and he fore- 
swore his friendships. with all except the 
members of his family. “Boss” William 
Tweed was once one of Allen’s cronies, but 
after his imprisonment Allen would have 
nothing to do with him. 


Practical in Charity.

He is said to have paid the funeral expenses 
of nearly 400 persons who died destitute, 
Allen's wife was a religious woman and per- 
sonally dispensed food and clothing among 
the poor. They adopted five children. 
„The.“ Allen ran the St. Bernard hotel, 
the Mabllle dance hail, and a club on

charges against Col. William F. Stewart of 
the const artillery now stationed at. Fort 
Grant, Ariz., by order of the president. 

Mr. Rayner prefaced his remarks by de- 
claring that he had no political, purpose in. 
hig criticism of what the president had done 
in the case of Col. Stewart. The president 
has made a mistake. he said, and added 
that that was the reason he was endeavor- 
ing to lay this matter before the senate. 

55 reviewed the career of Col. Stewart and 
pictured the loneliness of Fort Grant, which, 
he said, was his place of punishment.’’ He 
read the order by which Col. Stewart was 
civen twenty-four hours to retire from the 
army before his assignment to Fort Grant. 


Charges Called Petty.and Frivolous. 

“The charges against Col. Stewart.“ said 
Ifr. Rayner, are frivolous and petty, and 
élo not in the slightest degree reflect on his 
wharacter as a man, his honor as a citizen, 
or, his courage as a soldier. One of them is 
that he had ‘temperamental! infirmities.’ 

“ The president has come to the conclusion 
that Col. Stewart isa man who wants to have 
hig own way, said Mr. Rayner amid general 
laughter. Col. Stewart, he said, had his own 
ideas about his duty and did not propose to 
be interfered with in the performance of his 
duties. 

This is the chartze, declared Mr. Rayner, 
“not that Col. Stewart makes against the 
president, but that the president makes 
against Col. Stewart.“ 

He has not,“ continued Mr. Rayner, with 
sarcasm that called forth frequent peals of 
laughter, the temperament of the president, 
that fine system of adjustment that always 
suggests restraint, calmness, and modera- 
tidn. He thinks Col. Stewart should yield as 
he, the president, has done on similar occa- 
sons. It is known that the president never 
indulges in forcible and vehement expres- 
sions either in oral or in written communica- 
tions, that he is free from many of the faults 
of the race, and that he has given us the most 
nerene and placid presidential epoch we have 
over been blessed with.“ 


President’s Warm Letter Read. 


Mr. Rayner read his letters to the president 
stating his purpose to introduce in the senate 
a resolution demanding an inquiry into the 
Stewart case, and then read the president's 
reply, interpolating his own comments on the 
president's words ashe went along. . 

At present I do not see how a court of in- 
quiry could be of tise,” the president stated in 
his letter, as I do not see how any court 
should express an opinlon which I could pay 
more heed to than the judgment of Wade; 
rant. Murray, Duvall, and Davis; on whose 
fudgment I have acted.” 

Mr. Rayner declared that the president as 
commander in chief of the army was under 
the control of congress and had no right to 
@Mflict punishment. He discussed from a legal 
point of view precedents for congress order- . 
fing courts of inquiry—particularly the cases 
of. Gen. ‘Howard and Admiral Schley. He 
Geclared that the president was determined 
to keep Col. Stewart. in. exile for three years, 
when he would be retired on account of ase, 
and he added: 

“ The président ears to him. Stay thére or 
surrender and retire.’ No such edict was 
ever contemplated in the imperial armies of 
continental Europe.” 

“It makes my blood Doll,“ he continued, 
to hear the president announce such an out- 
rage against any man. Ifthe man is guilty he 
should. be convicted; tf innocent he shouldbe 
acquitted. In any event he should be tried.” 


All on Account of the Plumber.

Accusations of wholesale perjury on the 
rt of the policemen witnesses in the Col- 

lins-Comerford trial and a demand that the 
court examine future witnesses in order that 
the state could impeach were made by State’ ; 
Attorney Healy yesterday. 

The state's attorney was in turn W 
later by one of the witnesses who alleged that 
his statement of the case made to one of the 
assistant state’s attorneys had been altered 
materially. These charges created an under- 
current of bitterness in the trial which 
cropped out frequently in clashes between 
the lawyers. 

Mr. Healy made this statement of the sit- 
vation in asking Judge Chetlain to call wit- 
nesses: 

“We have called enough witnesses here to 
show that they are hostile. These men have 
made statements under oath before the 
grand jury, and have repeated these state- 
ments in the state's attorney's office. Now 
they come here and repudiate the statements, 
in some cases even denying the truth of 
them. Under such circumstances we cannot 
be bound by ‘the testimony of these men, and 
vre ask that the court call them.“ 

Attorney Nathaniel Sears for the defense 
epposed this motion, and Judge Chetlain | 
ruled that he would not call all the witnesses, 
but as it was shown to him in individual 
cases that witnesses were hostile he would 
take personal charge of the examination.

MEANS A BIG EXPENDITURE. |

Pian May Be Adopted if Necessary 
Appropriation Can Be Had. 


The first ‘tangible result of the work ot 


the Chicago harbor commission probably wil] 
be the adoption by the city of a recommenda- 
tion to belld all new bridges across the 


river so as to have a clear apan of 200 feet 
it the city council will appropriate the neces- 


sary money. 

The subject was discussed yesterday at 
@ meeting of. the harbor commission, Com- 
missioner of Public Works Hanberg attended 
the meéting at the request of Mayor Busse 
and explained the bridge situation from the 
city’s standpoint. A majority of the new 
bascule bridges, both those bullt by the sani- 
tary district and those built by the city, have 
a span of only 140 feet. 

After considerable study and a trip up and 
down the river, the members of the com- 
mission came to the conclusion thatthe abut- 
ments of the bridges projecting into the river 
are a great impediment to river traffic. In 
a recommendation to Mayor Busse several 
weeks ago the harbor commission urged 


the necessity of wider spans. 


Report Will Be Made to Mayor. 

At Mr. Hanberg’s request the commission 
Gecided to make a detailed :eport to Mayor 
Busse in writing, giving the reasons why 
spans of 200 feet are necessary. The re- 
port probably will be completed in two 
weeks. 

Mr. Hanberg displayed the plans for the 
new Polk street bri the contract for 
the construction of wlich is ready to be let. 
The plans are based on a 140 foot span, 
with abutments in the river. 

“The mayor is anxious to know what 
the reasons are for recommendations made 
by the commission,” said Commissioner 
Hanberg. It bridges with 140 foot spans 
are an impediment to river traffic it ia folly 
98 the city and the santtary district 

ony iy r them. 

principal reason why the city chose 
the 140 foot apan type was because the sani- 
tary district built its bridges that way. If 
a wider span will facilitate river traffic 
wider span bridges ought to be built, and 
Jam in favor of the proposition. Of course, 
with the city it is a question of money. 


Favored by Chairman Ewen. 


From the statements made to us by ves- 
selmen, and from first hand study, we find 
that all bridges ought to be built with spans 
of 200 feet,“ said Chairman John M. Ewen of 
the harbor commission. “A span of 140 
feet ig too narrow. The abutments increase 
the current in the river, making navigation 
in the bridge draws extremely dangerous.“ 

George G. Tunell also spoke yoy the oom 
mission. He declared Chicago is unfavora- | 
bly situated for the development of a * 
transportation business by water. 

“I don't look for a large increase in the 


marine traffic in grain, flour, and lumber,” . 


saidhe. “These commodities can be handled 
better by railroad. I don't believe lack of 


harbor facilities is the cause of much decline 


in Chicago’s marine commerce. It has been 
a natural decline, due to rail development. 

I should like to see the river improved, 
though I should say 200 feet is wide enough. 
There should be a general rearrangement of 
railroad terminals so as to do away with the 
present chaotic crossings. Why should the 
eastern roads go all the way around the city 
and enter from the west? It is a waste of 
land ant of time, and a bad system all 
around.”

“ The proposal to erect in Michigan av- 
enue a seventeen foot viaduct. extending 
from Randolph street an the south to In- 
diana street, or beyond, on the north, instead 
of constructing the broad, beautiful boule- 
vard on the surface as the public has been 
led to expect, is not only a mistake, but is 
unjust to property owners and the public in a 
degree little understood. 

An elevated boulevard would he a rich 
man’s causeway,’ an automobilist’'s speed- 
way to the benefit of a few at the expense of 
the many. 

„The sketches of the proposed boulevard 
give the impression that it would be on the 
surface, but the plans call for a seventeen 
foot structure erected on the east curb line 
of a narrow street. It would be over half a 
mile long and without traffic connection with 
any cross street. What of the people of this 
city who walk? They could reach the boule- 


vard only by flights of steps. 


Fear Depreciation. 


„No doubt business property near Wash- 
ington street facing on Michigan avenue 
would be benefited; the traffic would come 
to the surface before its doors. But whet 
of the property on the west side of Michigan 
avenue which would be doomed thereafter to 
face a blank wall? What was the effect of 
the Twelfth street viaduct on property there? 
Depreciation. The property that will remain 
in Michigan. avenue, from Randolph street 
to the river, will depreciate. The buildings 
there will be thrown into a pocket, wholly un- 
connected with the boulevard, approachable 
only by traffic teams, and those teams will 
be obliged to crawl through dark tunnel- 
like caverns as @ result of the proposed im- 
provement.’ The buildings would become 
rookeries and eyé-sores, a blight within the 
congested downtown district. Neither per-

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AN INQUIRY INTO WALL STREET. 

While the American public will take a 
sympathetic imterest in all the recommen- 
dations of Gov. Hughes’ message to the 
special session of the New Tork legisla- 
ture, one at least is of immediate practical 
concern to the country at large. This is 
the recommendation for a commission to 
determine the facts in relation to specula- 
tion im securities and commodities on the 
New York stock exchange. 

Such a commission, properly consti- 
tuted, as it would be if made up by Gov. 
Hughes, could undoubtedly upon thorough | 
and impartial investigation provide a basis 
for wise and 
should protect legi te transactions and 
correct the worst abuses now existent. 
Regulation in such matters is recognised | 
by the country at large as a delicate prob- 
lem, and there is no eee to tamper 
without knowledge. 

The public has. considerable excuse for 
exaggerating the evils of Wall street, and 
with good reason a determination is grow- | 
ing to check them. The business of the 
country is seriously compromised by the’ 
flagrant sins of a few. On the other hand, 
the true functions of the stock exchange 
are perhaps recognized more widely than 
ever, and the country, 3 the west, 
wishes to see them saf ed. The in- 
vestigation proposed b Gov. 
would help to clarify the atmosphere and 
probably’ would show how much larger a 
proportion of legitimate business id trane- 
acted than is generally believed. 

This is work for the state of New ‘York, 
not for the federal government. The coun- 
try has a right morally to demand that 
New York shall do what it can under the 
law and in reason to correct evils whose 
ultimate effects are as widespread as the 
world's Buanee. 


IRE SANITATION OF SEAPORTS. 
The situation at La Guayra, the plague 
stricken port of Venezuela, emphasizes the 
possibilities, if it has not yet proved the 
necessity, of an international] police power. 
An epidemic.in a small port in a small 
country is not unlikely to cause disaster 
out of all proportion to the commercial or 
political importance of the disseminating 
center. | 
In the La Guayra incident there seems 
to have been no excuse for the course of 
events since one of the local medical men, 
Dr. Peraza, correctly -diagnosed the dis- 
ease at an early stage of the &pidemic— 
and was imprisoned for his pains. It is 
not necessary to assume a Pecksniffian 
attitude toward the foolish attempt of the 
Venezuelan authorities to hush up the 
unpleasant facts or to refuse to accept 
them. In these enlightened states officials 
and leading citizens have been known to 
play the ostrich on similar occasions. 
Nevertheless, the intelligent sanitation 
of seaports is a matter of world wide con- 
cern. In this stage of international poli- 
tics it is not possible to enforce any 
standard. It might be done in the case of 
weak nations—which are likely, indeed, 
to be the worst offenders—but law must 
normally bé equal and the coercion of one 
of the more muscular of the sisterhood of 
nations might be attended with conse- 
quences as painful as the evil sought to be 
E @ured. . 
What may be proposed as less tto- 
pian, however, is the inclusion in our 
slowly but steadily growing code of inter- 
national law of some formal recognition 
of the duty of nations to keep their sea- 
ports under watchful care. With the 
strengthening of international public opin- 
‘lon, now everywhere recognized by states- 
men and diplomatists, such recognition 
might soon come to be considerably more 
potent than a mere counsel of perfection. 
It would certainly in time supply a firmer 
and more general basis for codperation in 
the establishment of an internationa 
etandard of sanitation, 


AFGHAN BORDER RUFFIANS. 

The ameer of Afghanistan has been 
heatd from. Replying to the remonstrance 
of the Indian government against the in- 
vasion of its territory by his subjects, he 
says that it is difficult to control the fron- 
‘tier tribes. Of that there can be no ques- 
tion. They have far more respect for the 
orders of the chiefs of their respective 
elans than they have for those of the dis 
tant ameer at Cabal. He has about as 
much authority over them as the British 
government hed two centuries ago over 
the Highlanders. ) 

So when the ameer says that he has 
issued stringent orders recalling the men 
who have crdssed the frontier it does not 
follow that they will be obeyed. A disas- 
trous encounter with British troops will be 
much more convincing than the stringent 
orders referred to. There has not been 
eny news from the front for several days,

ot the Philippines resemble them. An Af- 
chan tribe in British territory went on the 
warpath. The mullahs, or priests, told 
their’ kinsmen across: the border that it 
was their duty to lend a hand. The revolt 
was put down before they could reach the 
ground, but, having taken up arms, the 
temptation to use them was irresistible. 

But it is surmised that the ameer is dis- 
pleased with Great Britain on account of 
the recent treaty between that country 
and Russia. It treats Afghanistan as if 
it were a dependency of the Indian em- 
pire. Therefore the frien assurances 
of the ameer do not carry conviction with 
them. It may be that the incursions 
which momentarily alarmed the Indian 
government were pleasing to him. But 
that government, not wishing to make 
trouble for itself, presumably will accept 
the ameer’s explanation and go on with 
the work of driving his bad children back 
home, if it has not already completed the 
work. 


PASS THE CURRENCY BILL. 
The bill to provide an emergency cur 
rency which was drafted at the request 
of the republican conference has met the 
approval of all save an insignificant minor- 
ity of the republicans in the house. 
merits that approval. It is a conserve- 
tive and workable measure. It embodies 
principles which Tue Trisvne has been 
contending for vigorously in order that 
the interests of the banks and business 
men of the west might be safeguarded. 
This paper sounded the sentiments of 
the bankers, merchants, and manufactur- 
ers ‘of the Mississippi valley and ascer- 
tained that it was their desire that same 
emergency currency legislation should be 
enacted at this session. Thereupon Tue 
TRIBUNE set out to get for them legisla- 
tion which would be of practical value if 
there were another financial crisis. It 
labored unremittingly for the recognition 
of commercial paper as a basis for an 
emergency circulation. Its efforts have 
not been fruitless. The house repub- 
licans have finally come together on a 
feasible plan for an emergency currency. 
The progress made should not be thrown 
away. Now is the time for united, har- 
monious action. The house should pass

It would occur to any political gather 
ing which had anything of the wiles of 
the serpent in its makeup that the utmost 
caution and discretion must be used in 
endeavoring to make the federal govern- 
ment ‘socialistic.

Now, a great many people do not be- 
lieve that Eugene V. ‘Debs can be elected.

RAILROAD RATES. 

The contention of the members of the 
National Industrial Traffic league is a just 
one, There are two parties interested in 
the raising of railroad rates. One is the | 
railroads themselves. The officials of these 
organizations claim that hostile legislation 
and the accompanying agitation have 80 
depleted their treasuries that a raise of 
rates is necessary as an offset. 

But the shippers of the country have 
their claim for consideration. They de- 
clare in resolutions passed by different in- 
terested bodies that all business has been 
suffering from the depression which has 
affected the railroads. If anything, the 
losses have been greater than those of the 
roads. Under existing conditions they can- 
not Advance prices. On the contrary, 
they are forced to make sharp reductions 
on all they sell. Because of this state of 
things they feel that the railroads should 
not take advantage of them while they are 
unable tq tecoup their losses 

The proposition made by the shippers is 
eminently fair. They desire to have the 
interstate commerce commission make an 
investigation of the situation. The rall- 
roads are to state their case, indicating 
the reasons which have suggested the 
threatened advance. The shippers are to 
testify from their point of view. If, after 
‘a full and /fair inquiry, the commission 
shall decide that the advance is necessary 
and proper, the shippers will accept the 
verdict without further protest. 

The railroad officials will be placed in a 
bad light if they refuse to meet the ship- 
pers under the proposed plan. They have 
declared tedly that they are anxious

this time is sustained by what appears to 
be an excellent reason. They are not nar- 
row and petty with any spirit of conten- 
tion over trifling matters. They are hon- 
est and sincere in the feeling that a rate 
advance under present conditions would 
be unjustifiable. 

The rumor of an increase of freight 
rates has stirred up a great feeling of in- 
dignation the part of the shippers. 
They have suggested an adjudication of 
the matter by a recognized authority. If 
the railroad officials desire peace and 
quiet for awhile they will hasten to accept 
the suggestion and let the comparative 
facts speak for themselves. 


DANGEROUS CROSSINGS. 

The traffic squad is hard at work daily 
trying to limit the number of accidents | 
at street crossings. The pclicemen are 
doing well. The uplifted hand or the 
sound of the whistle means a little delay. 
But they are used to Increase public safe- 
ty. They will fail of their highest useful- 
ness, however, unless the impatient pedes- 
trian schools himself to regard them in- 
stead of trying to hurry across in front 
of some approaching car, automobile, or 
wagon which has the authorized right of 
way for the moment. 

Two deaths from street car accidents at 
a given corner on one day this week em- 
phasize the need of caution at dangerous 
crossings. Where there are several tracks 
with cars running in different directions 


«the danger is much increased. The only 


safety is in the utmost caution. That 
sometimes costs a minute or two of time, 
but it pays. The person who -tries to 
cross the street in the downtown quarter 
must have his wits about him while in the 
act. There is not always a policeman at 
hand to look out for him. 

Some dangerous crossings can be made 
safer by a simple device. The south park 
commissioners have made it easier for the 
timid pedestrian at Michigan avenue and 
Jackson street. The city should imitate 
so good an example and provide islands of 
safety at certain points where they would 
be of great value. Where there are three 
car tracks to cross, as there are on State 
between Lake and Madison, and where 
the broader space between the tracks may 
be occupied by vehicles, it is too much to 
ask a person whose movements are slow 
and whose eyesight may not be good to 
cross the street in one dash. It there 
were a port of refuge midway of the street 
the most nervous person would be able to 
negotiate a passage. 

The volume of street traffic will con- 
tinue to increase and it will call for more 
courage and skill to get across some of 
the main thoroughfares. So the commis- 
sioner of public works should lose no time 
but have islands of safety constructed 
where they are most needed. The cost 
will be slight and the benefit to the pub- 
lic great. If he does not think he has 
the authority, the council will willingly 
give it to him.

Although Camille Sirians: the French am- 
bassador at Rome, has long been celebrated 
as one of the most able and astute of old 
world diplomatists, yet few have been aware 
of his gifts as a violinist, and of his remark- | 
able knowledge on the subject of everything 
relating to fiddles. 

Thus, one of the recent issues of the Revue 
de Paris contains a wonderfully clever article 
written by him on Stradivarius and his art. 

It is a curious study on the famous violin 
maker, whom Barrere designates as le 
Prince des Luthiers Italiens,” who during 
three-quarters of a century created un- 
rivaled masterpieces that are now worth 
more than their weight in gold. 

Barrere dwells on the fact that Stradivarius 
was the first to create the concert violin, 
that is to say, an instrument capable, owing 
to its power and varied resources, of dom 
inating. the sonority of the orchestra. 

He attributes the superiority of the Strad- 
ivarius violin almost entirely to the varnish 
envelope with which it is covered. The 
recipe of this varnish made hy Stradivariue 
has been lost. If it can be only recovered and 
revived, there is no reason, according to 
Barrere, why instruments should not be 
made which should not only rival but sur- 
pass the masterpieces of Stradivarius. 

The article has created something much 
akin to a sensation in musical circles, has 
brought Ambassador Barrere for the first 
time before the public in the réle of an ex- 
pert on violins, and has led to his receiving 
several invitations to contribute prefaces to 
works that are appearing on the subject of 
Stradivarius, and upon the violinist's art.

Barrere, I need not remind my readers, is 
the son and grandson of leading French revo- 
lutionists, and was himself compromised in 
the commune insurrection, in which he took 
an active part, to such an extent As to lead 
to his being sentenced to death. 

He escaped to England, where he earned his 
living by teaching French and by work as a 
journalist, particularly on the staff of the 
Manchester Guardian, which he represented 
at Constantinople at the time of the interna- 
tional conference there in 1876. 

In 1878 he was at the international con- 
gress of Berlin, firat in the réle of representa- 
tive of the Manchester Guardian, and also 
the Republique Francaise, then as clerk to 
the French plenipotentiary, M. Waddington, 
who after the enactment of the amnesty in 
favor of the people convicted of participation 
in the commune insurrection gave him a 
Dost at she foreign office, promoting him rap- |

Indeed, thanks to the good will or Wan- | 
dington, and to the marked favor of Gam- 
betta, he was quickly advanced from one post 
to another, until 1884 found him as French 
minister plenipotentiary in Egypt.

Being thus placed in possession of a hand- 
some salary and large allowances, he was 
able to wed the daughter of the Armenian 
banker at Constantinople who had turned 
him out of his house when he had first sought 
her hand seven years previously, as a mers 
newspaper correspondent, with no fortune or 
future. 

The banker had failed in the interval, and 
Barrere took upon himself the care of the 
whole of his wife's family, helping to marry 
off his sisters-in-law, and providing for the 
education of his wife's brothers. 

It is to him more than any other one man 
that France and Italy are indehted for the 
restoration of those friendly relations be- 
tween the two nations which have con- 
tributed so much to their mutual prosperity, 
and to the maintenance of the peace of 
Europe. 

Barrere is by no means the only ambassa- 
dor to whom music has appealed. It is an 
art, indeed, that should find favor in the 
eyes of all diplomats, since it is conducive to 
harmony. 

Thus baron von Keudell may be said to 
have contributed in no small degree to the 
bringing into existence of the triple alliance 
through having, while German ambassador 
at Rome, spent much of his time in playing 
duets on the piano with Queen Marguerite. 

He was, indeed, one of the most brilliant 
nonprofessional pianists that it has ever 
been my fortune to hear, and when he was 
private secretary of Bismarck, the old 
princess was wont at times to cause him to 
play for the purpose of soothing the nerves 
of the old chancellor and of banishing his 
irritation, much in the same way that David 
used to play before Saul. 

Sir Edward Mallet, England’s former am- 
bassador at Berlin, composed an opera. 
Prince Richard Metternich, Austria's ambas- 
sador to France, was not only a wonderful 
performer on the plano, but also a composer 
of no small merit; while Lord Westmoreland, 
when British ambassador at Vienna, was so 
wrapped up in the composition of his songs 
and of his operas that he used to keep a sec- 
retary whose duty it was to accompany him 
when out riding and driving and to memorize 
and write as quickly as possible’ the tunes 
that his chief had hummed, either in the car- 
riage or on horseback.

Congress Refuses Engineers Title. 

The examination for these warrant machin- 
ists embraces a thorough knowledge of prac- 
tical marine engineering and the details of its 
application on board vessels of war. And yet 
the congressional naval committee, which 
has upon several occasions shown itself to be 
conversant with the duties of these men, 
steadfastly refuses to grant them a title con- 
taining the word engineer.“ 

The overhauling, examination, adjustment, 
and repairs are supervised wholly by the 
warrant machinists without restriction upon 
thelr ideas as to technical detail except in 30 
far as is prescribed by naval regulations. 

The young line officers assigned to engi- 
neering duty are placed in charge of the 
“divisions” of the engineers’ force. They 
command their divisions at quarters and at 
all drills and are held responsible for the dis- 
cipline and appearance of the ranks. They 
also assist the senior engineer officer in much 
‘of the office work involved in the preparation 
of reports, requisitions, and records. 

The watch duty at sea is performed by both 
the line officars and warrant machinists, who 
alternate With one another in not more than 
five reliefs. Line officers newly detailed to 
engineering .duty are usually required to 
stand watch under instruction with a 
warrant machinist until such time as the 
senior engineer. officer may consider them 
competent to take charge of a watch.

It will readily appear, therefore, to the ex- 
perienced engineer that much of the real en- 
gineering in the navy of today is accom- 
plished by a corps of practicai marine eng!- 
neers that did not exist in the days of the 
former engineer corps and one whose real 
identity is hidden behind a misleading title.

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Hand Sewing on White Goods. 

It is essential in sewing on any Hghtweight 
materials to finish off seams and the wrong 
side of garments neatly. One of the most pop- 
ular methods of finishing off a seam is called 
the French seam, and it is quickly and easily 
made and has a neat look when finished. 
Run à plain seam on the right side of the 
goode and trim it off quite closely. Open the 
goods, crease it, and then turn the garment, 
running off a seam on the wrong side. is 
produces a sort of a double seam, which is 
delightfully neat of finish and which’ is 
stronger by far than an ordinary seam. 

The filled edge also is the ideal finish for 
white underwear. A seam of ordinary depth 
ig taken on the wrong side and one edge is 
tpimmed about an eighth of an inch and the 
other is left to its full depth. A slight fold is 
lapped over and felled down. This makes a 
flat finish that has the appearance of a band 
over the seam. : , 

The daintiest and neatest way of letting em- 
broidery into material is to cut the muslin 
off close to the embroidered edge and then 
roll the edge of the material where it is to be 
joined to the insertion. Now overhand the 
embroidery .edge to the rolled edge of the 
material. The result of this will be a dainty, 
neat, and also strong finish.

ALSO ASK UNIFORM LAWS. 


Association First Step in Secur- 
ing Interstate Harmony in 
Land Business. . 


Res! estate sharks are in danger ‘of 
extermination through the formation of a 
national real estate organization which was 
accomplished yesterday. Delegates from 
shore than a score of cities met in the Centra! 
I. M. C. A. auditorium, and practically re- 
vived an association that became extinct in 
1802, whén the then existing organization 
Gisbanded because of hard times. 

Edward A. Halsey of Chicago was elected 
ehairman. After calling the roll of dele- 
gutes he said it was incumbent upon the rea! 
estate exchanges in the United States to 
afdpt a uniform method of doing business, 
and to bend every effort in obtaining a unifi- 
cation of laws and also of realty taxation. 

The. further objects of the organization 
were to eliminate the so-called curtstone” 
btokérs, who carry their offices in their hats, 
as well as real estate sharks, who ply their 
disreputable trades on the unwary. “In 
other words,“ said the chairman. we pro- 
pose, if we can, to wipe out the riffraff that 
brings this business into disrepute.“ 


All See Good in Move. 
At the afternoon session the subject of 
thé value of organization to real estate 
was discussed by representatives of various 
exchanges in all parts of the country. One 
ot thé most important recommendations 
emankted from A. H. Frederick, the tormer 
president of the St. Louis Real Estate ex- 
change. He said the first thing that should 
be undértaken by the new organization was 
the recommendation to the various legisla- 
tures of the adoption of a uniform “ jurat” 
to all legal documents, such as deeds and 
mortgages. 7 
„In other words,” sald Mr. Frederick, 
“the laws of the states differ so materially 
that the confusion frequently proves detri- 
mental in the transferring of property.” 
_Mr. Frederick said that organizations were 
not created to resist and fight the other fel- 
law, but rather to assist, and that real estate 
exchanges in the state of Missouri had stand- 
ing committees to watch carefully the state 
r because there was no telling what 
ent some law might be sprung that 
would prove detrimental to the interests of 
real estate owners. 
And whenever the legislature adjourns,” 
hé concluded, there is not only cause for 
rejoicing, but we all breathe free and easy. 


He Says, Avoid Politics.” 


Representative R. Bruce Douglas, presi- 
dent of the exchange of Milwaukee, believed 
that real estate people should keep out of pol- 
{tics, except that their energies should be 
dent toward securing liberal immigration 
laws. He said immigration had a tendency 
to increase the real estate business through- 
out the country in building up many towns, 
especially where there were efforts being 
made toward colonization of foreigners. Mr. 
Douglas ‘indorsed the move to exterminate 
réal estate sharks.

Point Waived in Previous Cases. 

In the case of the same complainant com- 
‘panies against several western roads last 
fall before Judge Kohlsaat the question of 
the court’s jurisdiction was waived; and 
after hearing the evidence the court issued a 
preliminary injunction restraining an ad- 
vance in rates pending a hearing by the com- 
mission. The decision was the first of its 
kind and since then half a dozen United 
States district judges have held the same 
opinion. But now the railroad attorneys at- 
tack these decisions. 

The importance of the decision is manifest. 
Should Judge Kohlsaat hold the court is 
without jurisdiction shippers and manufac- 
turers will be estopped from appeal to the 
federal courts until the reasonableness of 
the advance is determined by the commis- 
sion, and pending the hearing will be forced 
to pay the higher rates. Then the railroads 
may go to the courts for a review of the com- 
mission’s finding, if it is against them, and 
drag the case through several years of liti- 
gation. Meanwhile the advanced rates 
would be effective. : The decision is not ex- 
pected before a month, as the court granted 
two weeks’ time to both sides to file briefs.

PUMP FOR DILUTING SEWAGE 
TESTED; TO EARN BIG BONUS. 


Registers 145,000,000 Foot Pounds 
for 24 Hours, with Only 95,000,- 
000 Called For in Contract. _ 


The contractors’ test of the pump at the 
Thirty-ninth street intercepting sewer sta- 
tion was completed yesterday. According 
to reports the pump showed 145,000,000 foot 
pounds for twenty-four: hours, the contract 
calling for only 956,000,000 foot pounds. The 
city test will be held later. 

A bonus of $1,000 for every million foot 
pounds in excess of the contract figure was 
‘offered by the city. 

The pump tested is one of two installed to 
‘dilute the sewage forced through the Thirty- 
ninth street conduit to Bubbly creek and the 
drainage canal. It is a screw pump with a 
propeller. wheel fourteen’ feet six inches in 
diameter. It is rated us able to lift 666 cubic 
feet of water seven feet every second. 

The test was in charge of Henry A. Allen, 
representing the sanitary district; Louls 
Strotham of the Allis-Chalmers company, 
and. W. J. Jennings. Twenty , observers 
checked. up the work.for the sanitary district 
and sixteen others for the contractors.

Bears Pound Market Early, but 
Prices Advance Near Close.

MAY DELIVERIES ARE WEAK. 


Heavy Pressure on Current Options Is 
Noted. in All Grain Pits. 


Neavy commission house selling of long 
wheat, with vigorous pounding tactics by the 
bear contingent, caused a sharp break in 
values early, but the pressure on prices was 
overdone and a sharp rally occurred before 
the close. Sentiment was overwhelmingly 
bearish at the start and considerable wheat 
came out on stop loss orders, accelerating the 
decline, which carried May down 2%c and 
July 1%@1%c. Reports that the May wheat 
deal had been settled privately and lower 
cables, with better weather, were used et- 
fectually in hammering values. As soon as 
the selling had run its course heavy buyihg by 
the Bartlett-Frazier house started shorts on 
the run, and there was a sharp recovery all 
around, the deferred futures gaining the 
most. May closed ic lower, July KGN off, 
September & higher, and December ie 
higher. 


Foreign Markets Depressed. 

Increased offerings of wheat and a larger 
number of cargoes off coast and on passage 
gave the European markets a weak tone, and 
this was the chief early influence, but reports 
from the winter wheat sections were as a rule 
optimistic, and the northwest was a big seller 
here on the fine prospects in the spring Wheat 
beit. Disappointed holders who had loaded 
up on the strength of the reports of big cash 
business at the seaboard and the government 
report dumped their wheat in disgust. Pit 
sentiment, which was rampantly bullish a 
few days, veered decisively to the bear side, 
with the result there was little support dis- 
cernible until prices had suffered a severe 
break. Outside trade was light throughont. 


Crop Reports Encourage Bears. 

Foreign crop reports were generally en- 
couraging, Russian advices indicating a 
shortage in the winter wheat crop which 
would be largely made up by the spring 
variety, Otherwise conditions abroad, es- 
pecially in southeastern Europe, showed im- 
provement. The prospects for large crops 
rly deliveries of new 
wheat led the trade to View with equanimity 
the enormous decrease in world’s supplies of 
breadstuffs. Bradstreet’s reported that the 
world’s stocks of flour and wheat last week 
decreased 6.863,000 bu following the reduc- 
tion in stocks of 14,500,000 bu the previous 
week, making a total reduction of more than 
21, ee bu in two weeks. Wheat is said 
to eady for cutting in parts of Texas, 
241 Louis reported generally fine condi- 
tions, although admitting the receipt of 
quite alarming reports from several Illinois 
counties, where it was claimed damage to 
the extent of 50 per cent had been done. 


Heavy Damage in Kansas. 

A leading crop expert figured that several 
of the biggest wheat counties in Kansas had 
been damaged from 33% to 50 per cent by 
drought and Hessian fly. and intimated that 
Coburn's guess of 100,000,000 bu as this year’s 
crop for ‘Kansas was about 15,000,000 bu too 
high. Canadian reports said wheat was 
seeded in many sections of their northwest. 
The cash demand is disappointing. Flour 
mills are. cldsing down or running light, and 
the consumption of flour is lower than it has 
been in years. At the same time the farmers 
and interior dealers are trying to sell wheat 
here. Local receipts are showing a tendency 
to increase, 76 cars coming in yesterdey and 
51 cars being expected today. Primary re- 
ceipts. were -357,000 bu, against 625,000 bu a 
year ago. Local cash sales were 15,000 bu, 
with 240,000 bu mostly new wheat taken at 
the seaboard for export. Clearances were 
74,000 bu. 

Corn Shorts Boost Prices. 

Corn selling, especially of the deferred 
months, was almost as popular as in wheat 
during the early part of the session, but the 
local crowd sold themselves into a hole and 
had to scramble after disappearing offerings 
later in the session. The leading bull house 
took controt of the market on the decline and 
their purchases soon absorbed the floating 
supply, scared the shorts, and landed values 
for the deferred futures Ae to %c higher 
for the day. May was heavy, with little 
trade, closing %c lower. Brighter weather 
over the belt gave the bears more courage 
at the start, and the fact that the country was 
selling corn more freely was also a factor. 
The cash market was lower, sympathizing. 


_ with the May, but large sales were made. 


800,000 bu, and a good demand was reported 
from the east.. Receipts were 185 ears, with 
119 cars expected today: Bradstreet’s de- 
creased 1,263,000 bu for the week.

Weakness 
in wheat and corn at the start, with receipts 
of 349 cars, encouraged considerable selling 
early, but the offerings were well taken and 
the Bartlett house was credited with picking 
up the old July and September. Trade in 
the current deliveries were small. Cash 
prices were 61% lower, with a moderate 
demand at the decline. Primary receipts 
were 591,000 bu, and shipments, 828,000 bu. 
Cash sales were 100,000 bu. Bradstreet's 
decreased 816,000 bu.. Estimated receipts 
for tomorrow, 314 cars. 


Good Inquiry for Rye. 

There was a good inquiry for car lots of 
rye at firm prices. Futures were unchanged. 
May sold at 80c and closed at that price. No. 
2 sold free on board at 82c and No. 8, 72c. 
Receipts were 5 cars. Shipping sales were

France—The weath- 
er has been unseasonably cold, but there are fewer 
complaints heard, although there are stil) reports 
being received regarding the thinness of the plant. 
The markets in the north and northwest are firm. 
Germany—The outlook for the crop generally 
favorable, but foreign wheat meets aß excellent 
demand. Hungary—-Both the weather and the crop 
outiook has shown an improvement during the past 
week and the outlook now on the whole is favor- 
able. Roumania—The recent rains were beneficial, 
but latest advices state that more rain is wanted. 
Supplies continue light. -Russia—Although some 
improvement was reported in the condition of the 
winter crop, ‘still thie crop is bound to be a short 
one. The spring crop is backward, but otherwise 
it is favorable and thie crop may offset the loss 
in the winter yleld. This crop, however, is still 
uncertain. owing to the large area planted to bar- 
ley. Supplies in the southwest are practically ex- 
hausted and in the southeast moderate. Italy—The 
outlook for the crop continues satisfactory. Spain 
Moderate deterioration ie reported as a result of 
unfavorable weather. North Africa—The outlook is 
reported as decidedly less favorable.“ 


Ceorge M. Le Count, the crop expert who 18 
investigating crop conditions in Kansas for Finley 
Barrell & Co., wrote them from Wichita: ‘* Sec- 
retary Coburn estimates this crop at 100,000,000 
bu. I am not making any estimate yet, but think 
he is 15 000,000 bu too high. There are a great 


many acres of wheat in Cowley, Sumner, Sedgwick. 
Reno, Harvey, and McPherson counties that will 


not pay for the cutting, but, on the other hand, 
there is plenty of good wheat in all the counties 
menticned.. In addition tb the above counties the 
Hy ig prevalent im Rice and Butler counties, the 
eight counties named having a total acreage of 
1,081,481 acres, which I estimate has deen dam- 
aged onc-third. In the northwestern part of the 
state wheat is in bad condition as a result of the 
drought. They have had no rain this spring ex- 
cept recently, and from what I saw and learned 
the yield will have to be cut down 50 per cent in the 
following counties: Cheyenne, Thomas, Greeley, 
Rawiins, Wallace, Wichita, Sherman, Logan, 
and Scott, having a total acreage of 306. 445 acres.

When the Burlington road posted its estimate 
of 410 cars fot Wednesday's market buyers saw

Ship- 
pers of light steers and butcher stock are ad- 
vised to keep their eyes open from now on, as ft 
is expected that with the beginning of the move- 
ment of grass cattle prices for the light steers 
‘and cows will go sharply lower.
